Robert Fulton, during a residence of sev- 
en years in Paris with Joel Barlow, begin- 
ning in 1797, directed his attention to sub- 
marine warfi , and devised an instru 
ment which he termed the “Naatilus, 
connected with which were machines 
termed “submarine bombs, afterward 
c tospedoes, from Bushnell’s prior 
inventions. Fulton offered his invention 
several times to the French Government 


without meeting with much encourage

ment. In 1804, he opened negotiations 
with the British Government, which ind 


' duced him to visit London,where he had an

interview with Mr. Pittand Lord Melville,to 
whom he explained hisinvention. Mr. Pitt

From Fultoa’s last efforts to introduce the 
a system into the defenses of Fraace 
and England, some time elapsed before he 
was prepared to develop his plans ia this 
country, but finally in 1807 he renewed his 
experiments, and made two attempts to de- 
stroy the brig Argus in New-York harbor. 
The first attempt failed, owing to the pow-

, domissing the brig and exploding at a 


distance of 100 yards from her. The third 
attempt was successful. and the result was 
the same as in the case ofthe Danish brig 
Dorothea, which was blown up in front of 
Walmer Castle, the resideace of Lord Pitt. 
It was Fulton who proposed to anchor tor- 
pedoes in channel-ways and cause them to 
explode by a vessel passing over them. 
The Rebels evidently oaalal the plans of 
Fulton inthe submarine torpedoes which 
were found at Columbus, Ky., in 1862. 

The late Col. Colt presented plans to 
the United States Government for a sys- 
tem of torpedoes—whieh, however, were 
parsed by, notwithstanding they were 
acknowledged to be of great power aad 
effect. 

The Russians were the first to extensive- 
ly test torpedo warfare, and during the 

rimean war anchored large numbers of 
them in the channel leading to Cronstadt. 
They consisted of magazines held at a cer- 
tain —_ by buoys, to which they were 
atiac by a rope. A flexible leaden 

ipe, closed at the upper end, exteuded 

m the manne to the buoy, and con- 
tained a smal! glass tube holding sulphuric 
acid, which caused an explosion on coming 
in contact with. a preparation of chlorate 
of potash, etce., occupying the lower por- 
tion of the lead pipe, and communicating 
with the gunpowder inthe magazine. The 
concussion caused by a vessel striking the 
buoy would break the glass tube and thus 
canse the explosion. Nodamage appears 
to have been done to the gies fleet hy 
these instruments, many of which were 
fished up by exploring boats. 

From this time until a few months after 
the opening of our civil war, but little was 
heard of torpedoes; the Rebels then at- 
tempted to prevent the passage of United 
States vessels in Southern waters by ~~ 
ting down no less than four varieties.
